Gov ernment Report Shows Pneu­ 
monia Deaths Increase, In­ 
fluenza Decreases 


Washington, Jan. 8 —(JP)—Pre­ 
liminary reports to the 
pu blic 
health serv ice today showed that 
deaths from influ enza and pneu ­ 
monia increased du ring the week 
ending Jan. 5 , while the prev a­ 
lence of influ enza decreased. 
Twenty -three states and New 
York City reported a total of 6 1,- 
970 cases of influ enza 
for the 
latter period, compared with 7 6 ,- 
000 for the former. Forty -one 
cities reported 
a total of 746 
deaths from influ enza du ring the 
latter week, compared with 5 30 
deaths in the same cities du ring 
the preceding week. Pneu monia 
deaths reported were 1,295 foi 
the week ending Janu ary 5 . and 
98 9 for the preceding week.

Naism ith o riginated the game, 
he was a teacher a t the Spring­ 
field, M assachu setts, Y. M. C. A., 
Internatio nal Training Scho o l. 
Natu rally , the secretaries sent 
o u t fro m this scho o l, carried the 
kno wledge o f the co u rt 
game, 
alo ng with their o ther wo rk, in­ 
to all the wo rld and tau ght the 
principles o f basketball to all 
peo ples. 
I believ e tha t this is the reaso n 
why mo re 
peo ple are play ing 
basketball to day than any o ther 
game—and the end is no t y et. 


Practically ev ery fo reign co u n­ 
try has ru les patterned after o u r 
American game. They lo o k to u s 
as the m o ther co u ntry , and hav e 
a right to ex pect gu idance fro m 
u s in fo rm u lating ru les and in 
shaping spo rtsm anship. 
Dr. Naismith tells me tha t he 
had receiv ed recent co pies o f the 
ru les fro m Greece and Tu rkey .

He also called a t­ 
tention to th e fa c t th a t thoug n 
Judea, a t the tim e of C hrist, was 
under R om an rule, th e country 
was perm itted to keep 
its own 
law, religion, custom s and courts, 
except as to questions of R om an 
sovergnity. 
Mr. 
T urner explained 
the 
status of th e courts or 
sanhe- 
drins, w hich were in th ree di­ 
visions—th e lower w ith 
juris­ 
diction over civil m atters, th e 
m inor having 
jurisdicton 
over 
m isdem eanors and 
th e grand 
sanhedrin, w hich h ad jurisdic­ 
tion over capital offenses. 
This 
court, he stated, consisted of 2, 
rabbis, 23 scribes or law yers and 
23 citizens, over w hich presided 
th e grand priest, w ith a second­ 
ary officer who presided 
absence. 
According to th e crim inal code 
of th a t day, a m ajority 
of two 
would convict, no tria l could b^ 
held legally a t night, th e accused 
could not be tried th e sam e day 
of th e arrest, th e court m ust pass ; th e son 


judgm ent twice and one day 
m ust alw ays elapse betw een the 
two sittings, and no m an could 
he held in jeopardy m ore 
th a n 
once for th e sam e offense.

groundw ork, Mr. 
T urner set out, one by one, the 
legal defects in th e tria l of 
C hrist, pointing out th a t m em ­ 
bers of th e grand 
sanh edrin 
plotted th e arre st of Jesus when 
they w ere to pass judgm ent on 
H im ; th a t th e a rre st w as m ade 
w ithout a w a rra nt and m em bers 
of th e-sanh edrin were in th e a r­ 
resting party. 
I t w as a law in Judea in th e 
days of C hrist, as in this, coun­ 
try now, th a t th e accused shall 
not be com pelled to testify, yet 
C hrist was called as a w itness 
against Himself, th e speaker re ­ 
called, and it was also a pa rt of 
th e crim inal code th a t no m an 
should be put to a defense w ith ­ 
out 
counsel. 
F urtherm ore, he 
pointed out, every accused per­ 
son w as presum ed 
to be inno­ 
cent until 
proven 
otherw ise, 
w hich is fundam ental in th e 
crim inal code of today, yet C hrist 
was prejudged by those th e law 
em pow ered to pass judgm ent on 
Him a fte r hearing th e evidence. 
C iting other illegal procedure, 
Mr. T urner pointed out th a t the 
sanh edrin 
voted 
to 
convict 
C hrist w hen he confessed being 
of God, 
w ithout 
first 


ejecting the populace, which was I bea utiful in design being made

contrary to the law tha t provid 
ed the courts 
should 
not 
be 
swayed by public opinion 
in 
reaching a decision. 
The first Ural °* Christ before 
the sanhedrin was held a t night 
and the second tjie morning of 
the day following, both a cts be­ 
ing contrary to the law, Mr. 
Turner sta ted. 
The Greensburg attorney re­

The Legion 
is now enabled to go forward 
this year to bring baseball to 
the greatest possible number of 
boys of America, said Sowers, 
who is in charge of the program. 


In annoucig orgaized base- 


"ball's continued support of the 
sandlot activities of the Legion, 
Commissioner 
Landis 
spoke 


highly of the success of the Le- 
gion during the 1928 season 
when 122,000 boys under seven- 
teen played on the Legion' teams, 
and when championship teams 
from virtually every state were 
brought together in national 
elimination play for the junior 
championship of the world. 


The 1929 competition will be 


conducted along the same lines 
as the competition of the past 
year, with only minor modifica- 
tions of the rules, Sowers said.

Dr. James Naismith, originator 


of the game of basketball esti- 
mates that, at the present time, 
there are eighteen million pople 
playing'this indoor game. 
' The reason why basketball has 
spread so uniformly to all the 
nations of the globe is undoubt-' 
edly due to the incidents of its 
inception. In 1891, when young 
Naismith originated the game, 
he was a teacher at the Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, Y. M. C. A., 
International Training School. 


Naturally, the secretaries sent 


out from this school, carried the 
knowledge of the court game, 
along with their other work, in- 
to all the world and taught the 
principles of "basketball to all 
peoples. 
I believe that this is the reason 


why more people are playing 
basketball today than any other 
game—and the -end is not yet. 


Practically every foreign coun- 


try has rules patterned after our 
American game. They look to us 
as the mother country, and have 
a right to expect guidance from) f 
us in formulating rules and in - 
shaping sportsmanship. 


Dr. Naismith tells me that he 


had received recent copies of the 
rules from Greece and Turkey. 
Also, in Germany and France the 
game is flourishing. The con- 
gested areas of Europe make 
large play space 
prohibitive. 


Basketball -fits admirably into 
such a scheme, and also, into the 
temperaments of these 
central 


European peoples. 
Foreigners 


take their games seriously. 


Ernest C. Quigley, the National 


League umpire and major sports 
official, writes me from 
Japan, 


that'basketball had taken an un- 
usual' hold upon the Orientals. 
Great throngs attend aU of their 
games.

prefaced his address by asking 
his hearers to think of Christen 
the discussion of the legal as- 
pects of His trial, as an ordinary 
citizen, stripped of His divinity, 
as the people of that day re- 
garded Him. He also called at- 
tention to the fact that thouga 
Judea, at the time of Christ, was 
under Roman rule, the country 
was permitted to keep its own 
law religion, customs and courts, 
except as to questions of Roman 
sovergnity. 


Mr 
Turner explained 
the 


status of the courts or sanhe- 
drins, which were in three di- 
visions—the lower with juris- 
diction over civil matters, the 
minor having jurisdicton over 
misdemeanors and the grano. 
sanhedrin, which, had jurisdic- 
tion over capital offenses. This 
court, he stated, consisted of 23 
rabbis, 23 scribes or lawyers ant 
23 citizens, over which presided 
the grand priest, with a second- 
ary officer who presided in his 
absence. 


According to the criminal code 


of that day, a majority of two 
would convict, no trial could b 
held legally at night, the accused 
could not be tried the same da> 
of the arrest, the court must pass 


judgment twice and-one day 
must always elapse between the 
two sittings, and no man could 
he held in jeopardy more than 
once for the same offense. 


With this . groundwork, Mr. 


Turner set out, one by one, the 
legal defects in the trial of 
Christ, pointing out that mem- 
bers of the grand . sanhedrin 
plotted the arrest of Jesus when 
they were .to pass judgment on 
Him- thatUhe arrest was maoe 
without a warrant and members 
of the-sanhedrin were in the ar- 
resting party.

days of Christ, as in this, coun- 
try now, that the accused shal 
not be compelled to testify, ye 
Christ was called as a witness 
against Himself, the speaker re 
called, and it was also a part of 
the criminal code that no man 
should be put to a defense with- 
out counsel. Furthermore, h 
pointed out, every accused per 
son was presumed to be inno 
cent until 
proven otherwise 


which is fundamental in the 
criminal code of today, yet Chris 
was prejudged by those the la\s 
empowered to pass judgment 01 
Him after hearing the evidence 


Citing other illegal procedure 


Mr Turner pointed out that th 
sanhedrin 
voted to 
convict 


Christ when he confessed being 


rijecting the populace, which was: 
contrary to the law that provid- 
•d the courts- should not 
be 


swayed by public^ opinion in 
reaching'a decision. 


The first trial of Christ before 


the sanhedrin was held at night 
and the second the morning _of 
the day following, both acts be- 
ing contrary to -the law, Mr. 
Turner stated. 


• The Greensburg attorney re 
viewed the concluding stages of 
Christ's trial, recalling His ap-
